A Letter from the King of Poland, 
ro his Queen, in which 1s incerted 
many particulars relating to the 
Victories obtained againſt the 
Turks &c. 


© He Immortel God to whom honour and Glory be afcribed for ever has 

*  bleſt us with fo lignal a vitory as ſcarce the memor y of man can equal. 
The enemy veas not only content to raiſe the {eige of View and leave us maſt. 
ers of the fictd, Bar alfo of all their Cannon aud Tents with incſtimable treaſure 
and climbed over mountains of carcaſes made by their own bodys in the flight 
my eyes were never bleſt before with fo delightful a proſpect as to ſee my Soul- 
diers follow here 2 great drove of their theep and oxen and ther*s a much great 
er herd of Turkiſh Captives,ner my Eers charmed with fo pleaſing mubick, as 
the howlings and dying groans of theſe miſerable wretches, fo great was their 
haſt that the Prime Y+/:e almoſt alon2 and forſaken of all was for with 
out the ceremony of his Turband to teke his flight, But yet he left me Heir to 
to his tent, and riches which were ſhown by a Renegado of his own Retinue, 

[ have preſented the Turkiſh Standard to his holineſs who was inſtrumental 
no leſs by his money, then his prayers, to their overthrow,the Prime /+/icrs hors 
with all histrapings, I reſerved for my felf. And tho he was ſo fortunate in his 
flight to eicape us, yet his Caymeram or Lievtenant General with ſome of his 
moſt coniderable Baſlas fell by our ſwords,But the approzching night put aſtop 
to our purſuit and their flaughter,thoſe Tarazeries which were left behind in the 
Mines and Trenches wethonght not worth the dulling of our ſwords therefore 
we made bur one funeral Pile for them. all and burnt them. 

In that Aion there were about thirty thouſand Turks kilked, beſides Tar- 
tars, and roog00 Tents taken. Our Souldiers, and the Burghers of ca were 
two whole mghts, and one day in Rifling their Tents and Bodies ; and 1 be- 
lieve a week would ſcarce ſufhce to finiſh ar. h 

The rarttzes which were found in the Prime Y5/ers tent were no leſs nume- 
rous then ſtrange and furprizing, as very curious Parets and ſome birds o f pa- 
radice with all tus Baners and fountains, and ſome Oftriges which he choſe ra- 
ther to kill then ler them fall alive into our hands nay his diſpair and Jelouſ- 
Sy tran{ported him fo far as ts deſtroy his very Women for the ſame reaſon. 

The' whole Army attribures the glory of this victory to God and vs, and all | 
the princes of the Empire with the great officers as the Duke of Bevarcae and 
Lorrain,Prince Waldock &c. were fo far tranſported with my valour and fuc- 
ceſs that their thanks aud praiſes were more numerous then was their fears be- 
fore,and Count Srarewberg the Governor Galuted me with the title of his migh- 
ty deliverer the common people in my going to and from the Churches Paid 
their VERCrTatibn CVen to My. very garments aud and made their crys and accla- 
ma-

was nothing for them now to rely on bur their flight. |

friendſhip with the Young Duke of Bavaria with whom he equally divided th.: 
ſpoyl, this Prince has been very as{:dious in his ſervices to me therefore I hay-: 
preſented him 3 of my horſes, the Baſia of Egypts tent and ſtandars,and ten pj-- 
ces of cannon, to his ſiſter the Dauphineſs a Locket of Diamond yer there r.. 
mains ſuch heaps of their colcurs and ſemiters in our polſestion as are not to L.. 
numbred. | h 

All my country men marcht-with the ſame bravely to the relief of Zjenna. 2. 
the ſonldiers of Godfrey of Bullein did to the Holy land, and the miraculou 
croſs that you preſented me with which was his companion 1n that expeditto 
I believe contributed no leſs to our victory.
